TOWN OFFICERS’ REPORT 


Selectmen’s Report 


TO THE VOTERS OF FRANKLIN: 


The Board of Selectmen organized by the election of 
Ambrose J. Gallison as Chairman, and D. Francis Pender- 
gast was appointed Secretary of the Board. 


Samuel H. Frost was appointed Superintendent of 
Streets, and his report will show the various items for 
which the road appropriation has been used. 

Freeman G. Knowlton was appointed Chieti of Police, 
and John Keefe was appointed to fill vacancy. 

William TI. Hooper tendered his resignation as a police 
officer to the Board October 31, 1913, and on November 7th 
Cyril Cook was appointed to succeed him. 

D. Francis Pendergast resigned as Secretary of the 
Board September 1, 1913, and B. F. Callahan was appointed 
as his successor. 

It was advisable, in the opinion of your Board, to sell 
a pair of horses and buy a new pair to replace them, and 
this was done. 

The money appropriated to be expended on Marvin 
Avenue has been used to: good advantage by the Superin- 
tendent of Road Department on that street. 

The money apprepriated for the oiling of streets has 
been expended and oil applied to the streets, with good 
results. There is now on hand twenty-five barrels of tascoil, 
which will be used in the early spring. 

The report of the Lighting Contract Committee will be 
found elsewhere. 

In regard to the rebuilding of King Street, from Cen- 
tral to Summer Street, will say that your Board was forced 
to build the street out of the regular appropriation, having 
received from the County Commissioners a refusal to 
extend the time and mandatory orders given to complete 
said street. 
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The order was obeyed, leaving so much less money to the 
Road Department for ordinary repairs and improvements. 

In regard to the relocation of Central Street from Sum- 
mer Street to King Street, will say that the final adjudica- 
tion of the County Commissioners has been received. The 
courses, distances and lines of said relocation are shown in 
red upon a plan entitled ‘‘Plan of Central Street, Franklin, 
Mass. Between Summer and King Streets, as laid out by 
the County Commissioners, Norfolk County. Scale 1 
inch-40 feet. E. Worthington, Engineer,’’ and marked 
‘John F. Merrill, Chairman,’’ on file with the Town Clerk. 

The Commissioners have estimated the net damages to 
the parties affected by said relocation as per return of the 
County Commissioners, filed with the Town Clerk, October 
31, 1913, and recorded November 5, 1913. 

Your Board has investigated the condition of the lock- 
up and find conditions such as cause them to recommend to 
the Town that it be changed from its present location 
as soon as possible. 

Arrangements have been made with the Union Light 
& Power Company to establish the lights voted. by the 
Town. 

The State Commissioner of Public Records has visited 
Franklin and found that the valuable records of the Town 
were not properly protected, and gave your Board instruc- 
tions to immediately provide adequate equipment to better 
protect these records. Asa result the Board has arranged 
to take the rooms formerly occupied by the Franklin 
National Bank, the Town securing a large vault for storage 
of records by so doing. This change will necessitate the 
purchase of steel cabinets for the different departments, and 
in the opinion of your Board is the most economical man- 
ner in which this problem could be solved. ‘The Commis- 
sioner of Public Records has been advised of our action 
and has given it his sanction. When this change is made 
and the proper equipment installed, the various Town offi- 
cers must hold all meetings in the Town rooms, and Town 
records must be kept therein. 

The appropriation for the South Common has not. 
been expended, arrangements having been made whereby 
very little expenditure was necessary. 

_The Board wishes to call attention to the manner in 
which the North Common has been beautified during the 
past year, until in our opinion it is one of the beauty spots 
of the State. This result has not been attained with the 
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Small amount appropriated by the Town. It is solely the 
result of the personal interest and very large financial 
expenditures of a public-spirited citizen, Mr. Harry T. 
Hayward, to whom your board wishes to express its per- 
sonal appreciation of what he has accomplished in beautify- 
ing that section of our Town. 

A change in the method of insuring Town buildings is 
being considered very carefully by your Board and the vari- 
ous Town officers. This change, if made, will necessitate 
a special appropriation to cover gross premium, which is 
known at all times, while under the present method the 
buildings are not properly valued and gross annual pre- 
miums are unknown. 

The present automobile and auto truck traffic calls for 
roads with heavy rock foundation. ‘Those who have given 
the matter any consideration know that good gravel is very 
scarce. 

There is plenty of stone in all sections of the Town 
which cannot be used at the present time. In the opinion 
of your Board it would be very good policy for the Town to 
purchase a portable stone crusher which could be used in 
connection with the steam roller, and would be a step tow- 
ard permanent road foundations. 

Your Board has found the bridges over Mine Brook on 
Oak, Beech, and Pond Streets, respectively, to in be such 
a condition that it will be necessary to take steps for the 
safety of the public and the protection of the Town. We 
recommend that one of these bridges be rebuilt in a reason- 
ably permanent manner of concrete this year, and one 
rebuilt each successive year until all such bridges are prac- 
tically permanent ones.

Report of Fire Engineers. 


To THE HONORABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN: 


The Board of Engineers of the Fire Department sub- 
mit the following report for the year 1913 and will supple- 
ment their report with a detailed report of the fires and 
alarms of fires responded to by the Department the past 
year. 

While this report as compared with the report for the 
previous year shows fewer fires, the alarms, what there 
have been, have been of a somewhat more serious nature. 
Existing weather conditions and locations in which the 
fires occured greatly contributed, in several instances, to 
handicap the Department in accomplishing what it other- 
Wise might have done. On all alarms we are pleased to 
report there has been a most willing response on the part of 
the members of the Department as well as a ‘‘get-together”’ 
spirit while doing duty, which is so essential to the best in- 
terest of the Department. This interest has been manifest 
in the drills which have been held at the intervals pre- 
scribed in the rules of the Department. 


APPARATUS. 


We would report that your Department consists at 
present of : 
1 gasoline engine. 
1 hose wagon. 
1 combination chemical and ladder truck, Emmons St. 


1 Jaose wagon, Jarvis’ stable, Cottage St. 
1 hose reel, Nason Crossing. 
1 hose reel, Union St, 


1 hand engine and reel, | Unionville, 
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In this connection we would like to say a word in re- 
gard to the Combination Chemical and Ladder Truck, and 
that is, that by the use of the chemical engine on this piece 
of Ri paratus at the Munroe fire the value of such a piaee 
was well shown. This piece arriving at the fire first 
easily held the same in check until the arrival of the en- 
gine. We can orily follow the lines of our report for last 
year and add that in the opinion of this Board the town 
should purchase one Motor Combination piece to respond 
to first alarms. This piece would be so much quicker i in 
responding to fires that it would easily pay for itself in pre- 
venting serious fires, and it would cover the farming terri- 
tory with its chemical equipment, thus giving the rural 
sections better protection than they have at present and to 
which they are entitled. 

We would add that the past year the Board has placed 
in service a one-horse hose wagon, running from the Jarvis 
stable. This piece takes the place of the No. 1 hose reel, 
which has been placed in reserve. It would seem unwise 
in the opinion of the Board to carry further the develop- 
ment of the Department toward horse drawn apparatus, for 
considering the lengthy extensions to the water mains 
that have been put in by the Water Commission, and 
others being considered by them, it would seem to us as if 
the town must soon either create more hose companies for 
the out-lying sections or adopt a motor driven piece. With 
the long extensions they have already put in, it means along 
time, no matter how quick the hitch is made between the 
alarm and the arrival of the first piece at the scene of the 
fire in these sections. This will apply to Lincoln, Chest- 
nut, Kast Central and King Street extensions. The adopt- 
ion of one motor piece would bring the arrival of this piece 
to a fire located at the farthest point on any of these ex- 
tensions in about five minutes and this piece if it was 
deemed advisable by the Board would be followed up by 
two more pieces of horse apparatus. 


HOUSES. 


The houses of the department are in fair condition 
but, as we said in our report for the last year, are inade- 
quate for the needs of the department and, as we said in 
that report, conditions exist that prevent the apparatus 
receiving the care that it should have. A new house for 
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the use of the department will be one thing that the town 
must soon consider if it is to bring the department up to 
where it belongs. 


HAULAGE. 


We would say that the past year has seen the hitches 
made in very good time, conditions considered, from the 
two livery stables as well as from the town barn. 


FIRE ALARM. 


While the fire alarm has the past year shown full 
efficiency there has the past year been considerable minor 
trouble. Our line wire broke in November and was re- 
paired by running in a new section of covered wire. We 
have also rewired Dale street, running in covered wire in 
place of bare iron to eliminate ‘‘grounding.’’ In May the 
system was grounded with the alternating current of the 
lighting companies near the Martin garage. An ex- 
pert was called in and the trouble readily found and 
remedied by him. At the time the test of the boxes was 
made for the month of November it was discovered that all 
the boxes of the system was charged with a foreign cur- 
rent. By tests made in conjunction with the lighting 
company, it was made evident that it was caused from the 
wires of said company. After a thorough trimming of the 
trees on both the circuits of the fire alarm, and also upon 
the circuits of the lighting company, as the trouble still re- 
mained, an expert was called, who placed the trouble in a 
burnt out lightning arrester in front of the residence of 
Frank. Hancock. Cottage street, a quarter of a mile away 
from the nearest point of the fire alarm system. <A bill to 
cover the expense incurred by the Department in locating 
the trouble has been rendered the company, but as vet has 
not been paid by them. i 

The past year we have run a loop from Central street 
to the Jarvis stable, where we have installed a protector 
board and tapper. 

While as yet the eleinents of the storage battery have 
not required changing, owing to a cut in the hours dis- 
charge, we have purchased, with the money allowed for 
this purpose, the new set of elements which are at the en- 
gine house ready to be installed as soon as the old set gives 
out. We have bought enough electrical material, wire, 
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cross-arms, insulators, etc., to make up the amount used 
the past year, that we may have it on hand whenever 
needed. 

The Board was considering the installation of a new 
box at the corner of Washington and A streets, but the 
money was not deemed sufficient to do this after the sys- 
tem was cleared upin December. There are one or two 
other places in town which, in the opinion of the Board, 
should be covered with boxes. 


HOSE AND ACCESSORIES. 


We would say that while the amount of hose on hand 
-is normal, in the opinion of this Board it would be good 
judgment on the part of the town to allow an extra appro- 
priation of $200 to cover breakage in hose for the coming 
year. The supply of accessories is ample and is in good 
condition. 

On account of the shorter fiscal year we are estimating 
a smaller running expense the coming year.

The Board of Health submits the following report: 

The contagious diseases reported to the Board dur- 
ing 1913 numbered 94, consisting of 17 cases of scarlet 
fever, 67 measles, 6 diphtheria, 1 chicken Pox, r teta- 
nus, 2 infantile paralysis. 

The Board feels that the sanitary conditions of the 
town at the present time are very much better than for 
many years past and with the addition of the new sewer 
will be exceptionally good. 
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The inspection of meat for the past two years has 
been done at the slaughter house, the inspector being 
present at the time the slaughtering is being done. 
Only in this way can the inspection be properly car- 
ried out. 

Residents of Franklin are reminded that house- 
holders as well as physicians are required to report all 
contagious diseases to the Board of Health, under 
penalty of a fine. 

The Board would recommend that the sum of $700 
and the receipts of the department be appropriated for 
the department.

To THE BOARD OF HEALTH: 


I submit my report for the year. There are five. 
licensed butchers in the town and I have been present 
at the slaughter house on all days of slaughtering and 
inspected all animals slaughtered, I have stamped and 
passed 386 hogs, 76 calves, 6 cows and 2 sheep, total 
470, and have condemned 8 hogs and 1 cow that were 
diseased and unfit for food. 7 hogs and 1 cow were 
buried and 1 hog rendered for grease. 

During the year, while making inspections, I have 
found the following nuisances: Privy vaults that were 
in need of cleaning 14, cess pools in need of cleaning 12 
houses that had poor drainage 15, yards with dirt and 
garbage 8, hog nuisance 2, Dead animals found and 
buried 5, 

I have collected and turned over to the Town - 
Treasurer $5.00 for slaughtering license, $8.00 for gar- 
bage license, $2.00 for undertaker’s license and $5.25 
for one private fumigation in town and one for town of 
Norfolk, total $20.25.

Franklin, Mass., Feb. 1, 1914. 


I regret to say, while we have kept the moth down 
where found last year, there has been a big increase in 
colonies in other parts of the town; alsothere is double 
the tincapping to be done this coming year, and it is only 
a question of time before the state will tax every prop- 
erty owner, as the property owners don’t seem to care or 
realize what damage the pests can do. If the property 
owners would take interest in the work we could, no 
doubt, keep them down. As the town is supposed to 
raise, by order of the state, something like $1,800 for 
the coming year. I think it is about time the prop- 
erty owners wake up to the fact that they co-operate 
with me to get rid of them. The outskirts have been 
gone over, but not the center of the town this year. I ' 
give a list of new colonies:—

All these places, have to be trimmed, scraped, 
sprayed and tincapped at once. 


TRIMMING TREES, 

As the appropriation for trimming trees was so 
small ($200) and there was so many dead trees to cut 
down, there was very littl€ trimming done. There 
should be money enough appropriated the coming year to 
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trim allthe elm trees, as the trees on Central street are be- 
coming dangerous from dead wood falling, The past 
year there was cut down 3 large elm trees in front of 
Twomey property, 1 spruce; Lowell’s pond, 1 tree 
topped; King street, 14 trees cut down; Beaver street, 
4 pines; Dauphinee, 1 elm; Main street, 1 maple; Klm 
street, 3 elmtrees. The only trimming done was on 
Pleasant street. 

There is a lot of pruning needed. I would recom- 
mend an appropriation of $50 for buying maple trees, 
not to be less thau 7 ft. high, to plant on new streets, 
such as Marvin avenue, Lewis street and other streets. 
I would also recommend the cutting down of all the 
scrub trees on Main street between the bridge and the- 
library and plant new trees in their places.

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Report of Franklin Library Association

The Franklin Library was open to the public during 
the year ending Jan. 31, 1914, on all week days from 2 to 
5.30 and 7 to 9 p. m., except on legal holidays. During 
the August vacation the Library was open on Saturdays 
only. 

The number of different persons drawing books for 
home use was 1315; the number of books drawn was 15,219. 

The accession to the Library for the past year was 319 
bound volumes and 46 pamphlets; 174 volumes have been 
acquired by purchase. Mrs. A. D, Thayer presented the 
Library with 65 volumes, Mr. and Mrs. A. W. Peirce 39, 
Mr. C. W. Porter 9, Mrs. A. M. Waite 1, Mr. A. W. Dana 
1, publishers and friends 4, and national and state govern- 
ments 26. 

The following publications were donated to the read- 
ing room: 7 

‘General Federation Magazine,’’ by the Alden Club: 
‘New England Historical Register,’’ by Mr. A. W. Peirce; 
“Christian Science Journal’’ and ‘‘Monitor,’’ by Christian

Miss Lucy Tower added four books to the antiquarian 
collection, each of the books being more than one hundred 
years old.

The Directors of the Franklin Library Association 
respectfully recommend to the town an appropriation of

The Ray Memorial Library reported a circulation of 
9460 books, of which 5376 were fiction and 4084 non- 
fiction. 

There were 151 new borrowers during the last year; 
301 books were added to the library, making the total num- 
ber now 2360. 


The Underwood & Underwood photograph outfit, with 
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stereoscopes, was introduced this last year into the Ray 
Memorial Library. The children were greatly interested 
and instructed by the views, which gave clearer ideas of the 
different countries than the young people could obtain 
from books alone.

Report of The Board of Water and Sewer 
Commissioners. 


From February 1, 1913 to February 1, 1914 


In accordance with a vote of the town your Board 
petitioned the legislature for authority to issue an ad- 
ditional water loan. This being granted by Chapter 
756 we issued twenty-five bonds and sold the same at 
102.567 receiving $25641.75 for the block. During the 
year we have paid $7,000 of the bonds, leaving $244,000 
now outstanding on account of the water works. We 
have on hand $15,380.41 for making further improve- 
ments and extensions when necessary. 

During the year we have made the following ex- 
tensions, all being six inch cast iron pipe.

We have laid for the Golding Mfg. Co., 228 ft. of 
six-inch and 154 ft. eight-inch pipe and installed one 
extra hydrant and one eight-inch check valve. Also for 
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the Ray-Shiner Mfg. Co. 454 ft. six-inch pipe and in- 
stalled two extra hydrants and one gate, same being 
paid for by the owners. 

We have discontinued the use of 400 feet 3-4 inch: 
pipe on Cleveland Street, and replaced by a six-inch 
main extended through to Union Street to improve the 
circulation in that section and help the fire protection. 
There are now 124 public and 19 private hydrants. 72 
new domestic services and one for fire protection have 
been added during the year. The hydrant on Marvin 
Avenue will not be ready for fire service until spring 
as the main is supplied at present by only a small ser- 
vice. . 

Cost figures for the year 1913 showed a reduction of 
24% less than 1912 for pumping station expenses, and a 
reduction of 19% in all running expenses, including 
salaries and maintenance, thus fully justifying the ex- 
penditures for new pump and station improvements 
made in IgIt. 

The quantity of water pumped per indicator’ count- 
ers on pumps, allowing 3% for slippage, was 110,910. 
481 gallons, an increase over last year of 6,049,186 gal- 
lons. The largest quantity pumped in one day was on. 


July 2nd, 779,746 gallons, an increase of 133,606 gallons 
over a single day’s pumping last year.

We found it necessary to purchase an auto truck in 
order to facilitate the work of the department, and it has 
proved a valuable adjunct to the service. 


There have been eight applications for connections 
to the present sewerage system, all of which were 
granted and the premises connected by the department 
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An additional manhole has been put in on School Street 
and a drain laid over private property to take the 
sewage from Charlotte Street and part of Crescent St. 


In accordance with a vote of the town July 16, 1913, 
we began work on asewer on Ruggles Street, but dis- 
continued it until spring on account of the winter weath- 
er. We have put in five manholes, 319 feet of eight- 
inch and 200 feet of six-inch sewer pipe, same being 
connected with the Alpine Place main, by crossing pri- 
vate property, the right of way having been obtained by 
the department. 


The department laid about 400 feet of pipe for sur- 
face drainage and constructed a catch basin on Alpine 
Place, same to be paid by the Street Department. 


There should be considerable work done on the 
present sewer beds this year and two should be rebuilt, 
and one new one completed to care for the extra waste 
now being put ou them. 


We recommend the appropriation of $1000 for the 
construction, maintenance and repairs, also the receipts 
of the department for that purpose. 


We expected to have completed a part of the new 
system of sewerage as authorized by the town July 2nd, 
I9gi2, but owing to the financial market were unable to 
sell the bonds at par, so the work has been put over till 
this year. We have issued and sold $75,000 sewer 
bonds dated November 1st, 1913, payable $3,000 per - 
year, one totwenty-five years. Weexpect to have the 
work begin as soon as the weather permits and com- 
plete as much as possible before next winter. We have 
secured Mr. John J. Van Valkenburg of Framingham 
as engineer in charge of the work.

There have been three new 
cows purchased at an expense of $210.00. The heating 
system had to be overhauled at an expense of $100.00, 

The sales at the farm do not include the month of 
January, for the reason that the figures were not avail- 
able until after the books had been closed, Had this 
amount been included the total sales would have reached 
approximately $1,211.00, a marked increase over former 
years. 


OUTSIDE POOR. 


The Outside Poor Department has been conducted 
at a larger cost on account of the new law making it: 
compulsory for towns to give relief to widows and or- 
phans in their own homes. 

When the bills due from other towns are received, 
they will nearly clean up what bills we have on hand 
unpaid. 

In closing the Overseers can only say that their de- 
partment is in a good condition, the farm and alms-

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Electric Light Contract. 


This Agreement, made and entered into this first day 
of January, 1914, by and between the Town of Franklin, a 
municipal corporation in the County of Norfolk and Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, party of the first part, 
herein called the Town, and the Union Light & Power 
Company, a corporation duly established by law and doing 
business in Franklin in said County and Commonwealth, 
party of the second part, herein called the Company. | 


WITNESSETH :— 


That, in consideration of the mutal agreement herein 
made the Town and the Company hereby agree with each 
other as follows:— 

First. That said Company will furnish said Town 
from year to year for a period of two years from January 1, 
1914, and thereafter until a new agreement is made or un- 
til the expiration of three months after notice in writing by 
either party hereto of its election to terminate this contract, 
which notice may be given at any time after Jan. 1, 1916, 
two hundred and forty-seven (247) 50-watt, 40 candle 
power incandescent lamps, Franklin system; eight (8) 50- 
watt 40 candle power lamps, Edison system; four (4) clus- 
ters of 5-50 watt, 40 candle power lamps each; nine (9) 
clusters of 3-50 watt, 40 candle power lamps each, all on 
Franklin system, as same are located in said town and, 
subject to pole locations hereafter to be granted, as many 
more incandescent lamps as the Board of Selectmen or any 
officer, agent or servant of said Town having’ proper 
authority to act in the premises shall order, such additional 
incandescent lamps to be located in said Tfown at such 
points and places as may be designated in said order. 

SECOND. Said Company further agrees that said 
lamps shall be of what is known as the Series Tungsten In- 
candescent lamps, requiring 4 amperes and approximately 
50 watts; said lamps shall give at all times under the con- 
ditions of service not less than 40 candle power at an angle 
of approximately 20 degrees below the horizontal. The 
Company having the option at any time during the life of 
this contract of replacing these lamps with a more modern 
and improved type of lamp, provided, that when properly 
tested by an expert satisfactory to the Town, it shall be 
shown that the illumination produced shall be materially | 
greater in quantity and better in quality than that produced 
by the lamp specified above, 
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THIRD. The lamps called for in this contract shall be 
operated from one-half hour after sunset, except during the 
months of June, July, August and September, the lights to 
be turned on 45 minutes after sunset; time of sumset to be 
determined by the Farmer’s Almanac, under the following 
schedule: — 

Lamps on the Franklin system to be operated until 1.15 
A, M. every night but Sunday night. Sunday nights un- 
til 12.15 A. M., including all of the night preceding the 
Fourth of July. 

During the months of November, December, January 
and February the lamps to be lighted at 4.45 in the morn- 
ing and turned off one-half hour before sunrise. 

The eight (8) lights designated as Edison system to 
run from one-half hour after sunset until 12.30 every 
night, moonlight schedule. 

If at any time the lights, now operated from the Edi- 
son system, shall be put on the Franklin system they will 
be operated during the same hours as the other lights on 
the Franklin system, and will be billed at the same price as 
the Franklin lights. 

FourTH. It is understood that no additional lamp in- 
stalled shall require for its installation an extension of the 
Company’s line of over 400 feet, except that the Town 
shall pay for the cost of construction in excess of 400 feet. 

FirtH. The Company agrees to patrol the lamp cir- 
cuit once every week, maintaining the same in good work- 
ing order, replacing dim and broken incandescent lamps by 
new ones when necessary. Any lamp or lamps reported 
out by citizens of the Town shall be repaired or replaced 
within twelve hours from receipt of notice of said trouble. 


PRICE. 


SixTtH. The Town agrees to pay the Company a 
price of $17.30 per year per lamp for the single 40 candle 
power lamps on the Franklin system, a price of $51.00 per 
year per cluster for the 5-light, 40 candle power cluster, 
and $32.80 per year per cluster for the 3-light, 40 candle 
power cluster; a price of $15.55 per year per lamp for the 
lights on the Edison system operated on moonlight sched- 
ule, making a total for the 247-40 candle power lamps of 
$4,273.10, for the 4-5 light cluster $204.00, for the 9-3 
light clusters $295.20, and for the 8 lights on Edison Sys- 
tem $124.40, making a grand total of $4,896.70. 

In consideration of this agreement being made ed a 
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period longer than one year, to wit, two years, a discount 
of three (3) per cent. per year will be allowed on the above 
prices. 

All bills to be payable monthly in equal installments 
on or before the 10th day of the month following that in 
which the service is rendered. Any additional lamps which 
the Town may vote to be billed at the price above 
mentioned. 

SEVENTH. If at any time during the period covered 
by this contract it shall appear to the Town that any con- 
siderable number of lamps fail to give the C. P. and steadi- 
ness specified in this contract, the Town shall have a right 
to employ an expert not regularly in the employ of the 
Town or the Company, to make tests. If his tests show 
that fifteen or more of the lamps selected at random ona 
single circuit by him upon any two separate nights within 
a period of six consecutive nights, fail to give the required 
C. P., then all of the lamps of the affected circuits shall be 
taken as equal to the average of those tested, and the next 
monthly payment for the lamps shall be reduced by a 
percentage equivalent to the deficiency as shown. ‘The ex- 
pense of such test shall be paid for by the Company, if five 
per cent. or more of the lamps are found not to conform to 
the terms of this contract, otherwise by the Town. In the- 
event of dispute arising as to the accuracy of the testing 
instrument used, said instrument shall be checked by the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, and all lamp tests 
shall be corrected for errors shown by the laboratory. 

The Town will indemnify and save harmless the Com- 
pany against any and all claims for damages, loss, cost and 
expense on account of injury to persons or property aris- 
ing. when said tests are being made, in any way out of the 
employment, act or neglect of any such person, except 
such as may arise in whole or in part from the fault or neg- 
lect of the Company, its agents or servants, while acting as 
agents of the Company. 

EKiGHrTH. The Company will indemnify and save 
harmless the Town against any and all claims for damages, 
loss, cost and expense on account of injury to persons 
or property arising in any way out of the erection,construc- 
tion, maintenance, or use of any of the lamps, poles, wires 
fixtures and other apparatus and appliances furnished by 
the Company hereunder. except where such injury is the 
result (in whole or in part) of the fault or neglect of the 
Town, its officers, servants or agents, while acting as agents 
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of the Town, and against any and all claims for damages 
by ieason of any illegal infringement of patent rights in the 
use of lamps, poles, wires, fixtures, machinery and other 
apparatus, appliances and material supplied by the Company 
hereunder, and will at its own expense assume the defense 
of all actions at law or in equity, which may be brought 
against the Town upon any claims as aforesaid, and also 
against all decrees, judgments and orders of any Court 
based thereon. b 

NintH. For all of the time during which lamps are 
not operated within the above specified lighting hours after 
delivery of notice to said Company of certain lights. or 
lights being out there shall be a reduction from the contract 
price according to the schedule under which they may be 
operating at that time as follows: | 

Moonlight to 12.30 P. M., one-half cent per hour per 
lamp. — 

_ Every night to 1.15 o’clock, three-fourths cent per 
hour for incandescent lamps. 

TENTH. It is mutually understood and agreed that 
the said Town shall have the right to cancel this contract 
on failure of said Company to faithfully perform and fulfill 
the same in accordance with the terms and agreements 
herein contained. 

ELEVENTH. It is hereby agreed by and between the 
parties hereto that the determination of any disagreement 
between the parties hereto as to the true intent and 
meaning of this agreement, or any part thereof, or as to 
anything done or tobe done under and by virtue of or 
growing out of it, or of any question arising under it, shall 
be made by an arbitrator or arbitrators to be chosen in the 
following manner: One arbitrator shall be selected to 
decide the matter at issue if the parties hereto can agree 
upon such an arbitrator; otherwise one shall be chosen by 
each of the parties hereto, or if either party shall fail or 
neglect to appoint an arbitrator within thirty (30) days 
after being requested by the other so to do, the Judge of 
Probate for the time being for Norfolk County, Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, may after ten (10) days’ notice to 
the party so failing or neglecting appoint an arbitrator. 
The third shall be selected by the two chosen, or in case of 
their failure to choose a third within thirty (30) days after 
the appointment of the second arbitrator, by said Judge of 
Probate for said County. ‘The arbitrators shall hear the 
parties after ten (10) days’ notice to each of them, and 
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decide the matter at issue, and if either party fails to attend 
after such notice may proceed ex parte. The expenses and 
reasonable compensation of said arbitrators shall be shared 
equally by the parties hereto. ? 

The Company agrees to publish a schedule of prices 
for commercial light and power Nos. 1-2A-2B-3-4-5 and 6, 
a copy of which is hereto annexed, in the Franklin Senti- 
nel, and by distributing the same in pamphlet form in 
Franklin in a manner satisfactory to the Board of Select- 
men.

To either of the Constables of the Town of Franklin, in said 
County, GREETING : 


You are hereby required in the name of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, to notify and warn the qualified 
voters of said Town of Franklin to assemble in their Town 
Hall, on Monday, the Second day of March, A. D. 1914, at 
six o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on the 
following articles, viz :— 


Article 1. To choose by ballot the following Town 
Officers, viz: A Moderator, Three Selectmen, a Town Clerk, 
a Town Treasurer, an Auditor, Three Overseers of the Poor, 
one Collector of Taxes, one Tree Warden, three Constables, 
all for the term of one year; one Assessor of Taxes for 
three years, one member of the Board of Health for three 
years, one member of the School Committee for three 
years, and one member of the Board of Water and Sewer 
Commissioners for three years, all to be voted for upon one 
ballot. Also upon the same ballot to vote upon the ques- 
tion: ‘‘Shall license be granted for the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors in this town?’’ Also upon the same ballot to 
vote upon the question: ‘‘Shall Chapter 807 of the Acts 
of nineteen hundred and thirteen, being an act to provide 
for compensating laborers, workmen and mechanics, for 
injuries sustained in public employment, and to exempt 
from legal liability counties and municipal corporations 
which pay such compensation, be accepted by the inhabi- 
tants of this town?’ Also upon the same ballot to vote 
upon the question: ‘‘Shall this town accept the provi- 
sions of Section forty-two of Chapter five hundred and 
fourteen of the Acts of the year nineteen hundred and 
nine, as affected by Chapter four hundred and ninety-four 
of the Acts of the year nineteen hundred and eleven, which 
provides that eight hours shall constitute a day’s work for 
city or town employees ?”’ 


Also upon the same ballot to vote upon the question: 
‘Shall Chapter 487 of the Acts of Nineteen Hundred and 
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Thirteen, being an act relative to the promotion of call men 
in the Fire Departments of cities and towns, be accepted?’ 


Article 2. T’o choose all other necessary Town Off- 
cers for the year ensuing. 


Article 3. To hear a report of the Town Officers and 
Committees and act thereon. 


Article 4. To see what action the town will take in 
relation to a pound. 


Article 5. To see if the town will fix a time within 
which the taxes assessed therein for the current year sall 
be paid; and to specify a rate at which interest shall be aid 
on all taxes remaining unpaid after said date. 


Article 6. ‘To see what sums of money the town will 
appropriate and raise for the following purposes, to wit: 


1. For General Government, including the compen- 
sation and expenses of the Selectmen, Auditor, Treasurer, 
Collector of Taxes, Assessors of Taxes, Town Clerk; also 
for Elections and Registrations, Town Hall, Law Depart- 
ment, and other finance accounts. 


2. For Protection of Persons and Property, including 
payment of police and suppression of illegal liquor traffic, 
support of Fire Department, Sealing of Weights and Meas- 
ures, extermination of elm beetles and gypsy moths, trim- 
ming of trees, and forest fires. 


3. For Health and Sanitation, including expenses of 
the Board of Health, inspection of school children, inspec- 
tion of animals, inspection of meat and provisions, con- 
struction and maintenance of Sewers and Sewer Beds, ex- 
tension or completion of the sewer in Ruggles Street, Cor- 
bin Street and Alpine Road. 


4. For Highways and Bridges, including construction 
and repairs of roads, bridges and walks, street lighting, 
construction of sidewalks and curbing, street sprinkling

Report of School Committee. 


To THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF FRANKLIN THE 
ScHoor ComMITrEE MAKES THE FoLLowInG RE- 
PORT 


Again it becomes the duty of the School Board to give 
to the citizens of Franklin a detailed account of its stew- 
ardship, together with such other matter as shall afford 
a definite idea of the status of the schools of the town. 
As heretofore, the School Department absorbs the ma- 
jor portion of the public levy, a condition which practi- 
cally obtains in all localities where education is held at 
its true value. Money expended upon highways is soon 
lost sight of in the gradual depreciation of the road; 
money spent in the Poor Department is but temporary 
at best, but money spent in the education of our young 
is as lasting as life itself. An intelligent and enlight- 
ened community, brought to that state by education from 
year to year, is bound to have its effect upon any common- 
wealth, both in its government and its civic pride, and 
its influence is far reaching. Good government is im- 
possible except through an enlightened electorate, and 
that can only come through education. A high state of 
civic pride is possible only through the avenues of the 
educative forces. Who, then, would seek to lower the 
moral and civic tone of a community by withholding 
the means whereby such conditions are assured and 
secured ? : 

While it would be fatuous to argue lavish and un- 
wise expenditure in any department of community life, 
yet if there is excuse for the free hand in expenditure 
and the securing the best tools with which to turn out 
the finished product, it is certainly in the School De- 
partment. A passable road for the time being may be 
made with poor road material, but the necessity for en- 
gaging a cheap teacher because the means of hiring a 
better is withheld is bound to bring about most disas- 
trous results, since the pupils can never make up what 
has been lost in that year by incompetent instruction. 
Next year’s work is built intirely upon the results Of 
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this year’s work, and if either is defective the whole fa- 
bric is incomplete and can never be made good, 

As before a more frequent visitation on the part of 
parents is urged as being essential to the best results. 
Parents should know at first hand what their children 
are doing. ‘They should cultivate an acquaintance with 
teachers, thus getting reliable information in regard to 
the condition of their children, and at the same time er- 
roneous impressions on the part of either parents or 
teachers may be avoided, and the teachers will have oc- 
casion to feel that their efforts along educative and 
moral lines are finding response on the part of the pa-_ 
rents. In this way alone can the best results be.ob- 
tained, and not infrequently much misinformation, mis- 
apprehension and misunderstanding is happily averted. 

The tax payers were exceedingly generous last 
year in the matter of money for repairs, and it will be 
found that as a result of that generosity their own prop- 
erty is by just so much the better conserved and made 
of use for the purposes intended, besides avoiding a de- 
terioration which is inevitable if repairs are allowed to 
remain too long unattended to. Keeping buildings in 
repair is like putting money in the bank; the value is 
there, and if it cannot be taken out it can always be uti- 
lized. Elsewhere may be found a more detailed report 
of improvements, which is surely worthy of considera- 
tion. 

It is hardly necessary to say that the Board has 
met every problem which has presented itself with an 
eye single to the best interests of the town, bringing to 
its solution all of the intelligence, common sense and 
business judgment possessed by this body, and meeting 
each honest difference of opinion in a spirit of fairness 
and consideration for the judgment of others, realizing 
that there is none infallible, no, not one, and varying 
viewpoints are bound to suggest themselves to various 
minds. It is thereforeaxiomatic to say that the broader 
the viewpoint the more intelligent is apt to be the 
consideration.

PROGRESS 


That it may be known by the public what we are 
striving to do, some indications of progress in administra- 
tion during the past two years is here given.

SCHOOL BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 


®yathe school buildings in general have been materially 
improved during the past three years. The new Theron 
Metealf building is a distinct addition. This is a six-room 
building with all the modern improvements, containing 
also an assembly room. <A detailed deseription of this 
building is to be found in this report. In September 
five rooms were occupied, and there is every reason to 
beheve that all six rooms will be occupied next September, 
It is a distinct advantage to pupils and teachers to use 
a modern building. It is well lighted and thus far proves 
to be well heated and ventilated. When fully completed, 
as it will be soon, there is no better building in this 
vicinity. 

The Thayer building was renovated during the past 
summer, and all four rooms increased in lighting facilities 
by changing from two sides to one side lighting by the 
addition of window space. New floors were laid in rooms 
and corridors, new slate blackboards were added, walls 
tinted, and a teacher’s retiring room made and equipped ; 
furnace repaired and heating improved. A new furnace 
in this building must soon be added, and the system of 
ventilation improved. A drinking fountain was installed 
recently, which adds much to the general equipment. 
While this building has been greatly improved and will 
last for some time, it is still an old structure and not at 
all modern in its arrangement. It would be a distinet 
advantage were this structure replaced with a new and 
modern building of ten rooms. 

Then, together with the Ray, there would be ample 
room for the accommodation of pupils on the north side of 
the railroad, and make it possible to accommodate both 
Manual Training and Domestic Science. 

The Nason Street building was equipped with new 
seats and desks in two rooms. ‘Trees near the building 
were removed to give better ight. The hghting of this 
building will no doubt be improved next summer. New 
blackboards, and a general tinting of the walls also are 


needed. 
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The four buildings—Thayer, Nason Street, Arlington 
Street, and Four Corners are wooden buildings. Although 
Arlington, Thayer, and Four Corners have been recently 
repaired to admit of better lighting, especially the Arling- 
ton and the Thayer, still they are not modern buildings. 
It is expected that they will last for some years, and 
should warrant good sanitary conditions. The Nason 

- Street is so constructed that no effort at remodelling 
would make it a desirable school building, The connect- 
ing corridors are damp and cold, and the basements 
erowded and unsanitary. The Four Corners building 
should be extended so as to increase the size of corridors, 
the lighting should be changed, its ventilation made more 
effective, and the sanitaries changed so that the boys and 
girls are entirely separate. 


SCHOOL GROUNDS 


It’ seems to me that a movement in the direction of 
beautifying the school grounds of the various buildings. 
taking one or two each year would be a step in the right 
direction. The Massachusetts Agricultural College offers 
to send a trained expert to any town for expenses, who 
will assist in laying out the grounds for this purpose. 
Only a small portion of any school ground needs to be 
taken for this purpose, which would lend to the attract- 
iveness of the surroundings, and have its infiuence over 
the children for future work in making the town itself 
generally attractive and beautiful. Such work, there- 
fore, does not cease with immediate surroundings, but 
has its lasting effect upon the lives of the pupils. Further- 
more, the remaining portion of the grounds, and the 
larger portion, should be carefully planned for the pur- 
pose of play. This portion can not be unsightly rough. 
nor muddy. It must be level, free from stones and dry. 
With a shght expense, a large sand box for the younger 
children, swings, teeters and some other apparatus, with’ 
an open space for ball and races might be furnished. It 
is a matter which the Alden Club for instance iment wer 
eonsider. Possibly some pubhe spirited citizens would 
like to take up the matter. I am quite sure that either 
or both of these would gladly assume the work. 
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SCHOOL WORK AND SCHOOL EFFICIENCY 


_ It was mentioned in the last report that new outlines 
In various subjects had been placed in the hands of 
teachers for their guidance in minimum requirement. 
“hese have been of much assistance, in that a_ greater 
qniformity of work in the different grades has peen made - 
possible, and has tended to increase the efficiency of the 
pupils and enable teachers to work with greater freedom. 
It needs to be said, however, that an outline in any sub- 
ject must necessarily change from time to time as condi- 
tions change. An outline one year will not suffice in 
detail three years hence. 

During the present school year the Superintendent 
has met the teachers of the different grades and discussed 
in detail and settled upon the minimum essentials and 
requirements in each subject. There are certain essen- 
tials which obtain in each subject, and as. educational 
progress reveals itself it is seen more clearly what can be 
left out, and what must necessarily be attained to make 
the pupil an intelligent, thinking being. This has been 
the aim. The one mistake in the past has been an over- 
erowding of details. Every year, if we as teachers are 
alive, it can be seen how to simplfy operations, how to 
arrive at important parts more quickly, and to make each 
subject of greater use and practical benefit to the pupil. 
One of the most difficult things is to break from the tradi- 
tional routine of teaching subject matter. It is so much 
easier to assign a lesson in Geography for instance, exam- 
ine the pupils on the text and. call it a teaching lesson. 
than it is to develop a topic and by skillful questioning 
lead the pupil to think and investigate for himself. In 
the first, the teacher simply looks at the text and deter- 
mines whether the pupil has learned it, while in the latter 
the teacher must do some real thinking and investigating, 
and determine whether the pupil has grown in his know- 
ledge of the subject. In the latter method he is taught con- 
centration, self-reliance and independence. The other 1s 
simply a memory test. If no eoncentration or independence 
are manifest, no development and growth have resulted. 
This principle has been the watchword, and improvement 
+s manifested. The plan of time limit for tasks has been 
tried in various subjects for the development of the power 
of concentration. Problems and questions requiring the 
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pupil to think relations are being given with good results. 
Take the subject of Geography. Instead of remembering 
that certain cities are the largest in a particular state, for 
instance, and making it solely a matter of memory, it is 
made a matter of determination because of climate, drain- 
age, and surrounding country that these cities are located 
as they are, and because of their industries and centers of 
manutacture they have become the principal cities. We 
believe we can make Arithmetic, Geography, and English 
for instance, more vital, and much more interesting to the 
pupil. If interest in a subject is absent, very little real 
progress is made. 

By a method of this kind it is possible to standardize. 
the work of any grade. If it can be determined how 
accurately the average pupil of a certain age and a Ger- 
tain number of years in school can think relations in the 
different subjects, it is possible to determine how much 
gught to be understood and accomplished in the different 
years of school hfe. This has been worked out by Pro- 
fessor Thorndyke of The Teachers’ College, N. Y., in 
Writing and English and is being determined in Arith- 
metie. 

The subject of spelling is one receiving much atten- 
tion all over the country. Educators of the public at large 
have been deceived as to accomplishments in spelling. 
Many tests in spelling have appeared in educational Jour- 
nals, but none have fully met conditions. ' Pupils are able 
to pronounce and use in the printed page many times the 
number of words which they can spell. It has been 
thought that pupils ought to be able to spell all the words 
used in the various subjects, and spelling books have 
been compiled with that end in view. We are slowly learn- 
ing that this idea is erroneous. A little effort to 
have pupils spell certain words in a reading lesson will 
prove the fallacy. The result of this erroneous idea is 
that many more poor spellers may be found than should 
be. One has only to look at an average written exercise 
to prove the fact. 


An experiment to improve the spelling is being tried 
in Franklin. This experiment consists of written tests 
of words in the various grades beginning with the third. 
and ranging in number from 20 to 30 and 50, the latter 
being the number used in the 8th grade. The object of 
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these tests is 1o find a standard for each gerade and then 
to use this standard as the efficiency test of the gerade, 
The effort is to find the words within the scope of the 
vocabulary used by children of different ages and grades. 
not only in spoken but also written language, | 


Investigation of 7th and 8th Grades 


Recently an investigation was made to determine the 
status of the pupils of the Tih and 8th erades in our 
schools. The object was to determine whether the course 
of study offered, met the needs of the pupils. Whether 
the placing of all the pupils of these two grades in one 
building and adopting the plan of departmentai teaching 
would be more effective and the advancement of indi- 
vidual pupils greater. Each pupil’s case was investigated 
by itself; the subject or subjects in which greatest weak:- 
ness or strength was manifest; whether he had been a 
repeater in any grade, and the reasons; whether he had 
been a truant; his characteristics as a student; whether 
some form of industrial work would serve as an incentive 
and make for more rapid development. The age and 
nationality were considered factors, and assist in the con- 
elusions reached. The result of the investigation seems 
to warrant the following conclusions: 


1. There are many pupils marking time in these 
grades, and are waiting until the age linit of 14 years is 
reached that they may go to work. The recent law, how- 
ever, has changed conditions, and the average pupil 
becoming 14 has no place to work. He is not’ fitted for 
the positions open. This brings another factor to the 
front. The pupil is restive in school because the eurrieu- 
lum does not appeal to him. The school will therefore 
need to introduce that kind of curriculum whieh will 
appeal as fitting these pupils fo more readily secure work 
and to earn a better wage. 

2 The individual needs of pupils in the way of 
more rapid development is not possible under present 
conditions. He should be given opportunity to develop 
native tendencies, which could be arranged if segrega- 
{ion of these grades were made. An inereased registra- 
tion would inevitably follow, and more regular atten«d- 
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ance result. It is interesting to note the interest and 
ambition of pupils according to nationality, age, ete. 
Summing up the statistics we have the following;

Number who have repeated at some time during the 
school course, 7th,39; 8th, 27. 

The grades in which the greatest number have 
repeated are, the Ist, 2nd, and 3d; Ist grade, 13; 2nd, 
12; 3d, 18. 

As to reasons given for repeating a grade there were 
several: Illness, wrongly graded, slow, change of schools, 
and dull, were the most often given. The subjects im- 
which greatest weakness was shown were Arithmetic and 
English, Arithmetic, leading. It was also shown that the 
greatest strength was in Arithmetic. In regard to those 
pupils who are marking time and lack ambition, the num- 
ber is 36. In other words in this investigation there are 
to be found 36 pupils who have little interest in school 
work as now arranged. About 20 per cent. of the number 
of the two grades should be given a different kind of 
work. The question as to the kind of work which would 
reach these pupils was answered in almost every case as, 
vocational. It is noted by the teachers in charge that 
some kind of vocational work would not only awaken an 
interest but would also keep more pupiis in’ school a 
longer period. In many instances it was thought that the 
departmental plan would be an advantage over the pres- 
ent system, in reaching the average pupil. This plan was 
recommended for adoption for the present school vear. 
but was thought better to postpone until later. TI would 
now renew my recommendation of such a plan for the 
opening of school next September. Not only is there a 
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better opportunity for the preparation for regular High 
School work, but also better opportunity to find out 
native tendencies of pupils and to more easily adapt the 
work to their needs. 

This investigation reveals further the fact that tho 
children of foreign parents are not the ones who make up 
the large class of repeaters, neither are they the class who 
lack ambition. A school system does not sutfer because 
of them.. It also’ reveals the fact that an adjustment is 
necessary to give vocational training to both boys and 
cirls. 

It is somewhat significant to note the different ages 
of pupils in these grades. The average age of pupils 
should be 12 years in the 7th grade, and 13 years in 
the 8th. 

Of the number investigated there are in the 7th grade; . 
20, 11 years; 29, 12 years; 24, 13 years; 15, 14 years; 7, 
15 years of age. 

In the 8th grade: 1, 11 years; 18, 12 years; 18, 13 yrs. ; 
22, 14 years; 14, 15 years and 1, 16 years of age. There are 
49 below the average, and 22 above the average age 
in the 7th grade. In the 8th grade there are 19 below and 
15 above the average; 37 in both grades above the aver- 
age age. It would seem to warrant serious consideration. 
Are we reaching the average pupil? If not, where is the 
difficulty? Would it not be well to take the pupils above 
the age of 13, in these two grades, and give them a kind 
of work which is different from the regular prescribed 
course. Might we not give them what is sometimes called 
‘Sunior high school’’ work. I beheve it would add inuch 
to the efficiency of the school work if these boys and girls 
now of high school age and still in the grades, were placed 
in a group by themselves, and special work adapted to 
their capacity and needs, provided. They would remain 
in school a longer time, and be better fitted to assume the 
role of wage earner when they leave. As it is, they soon 
leave the school, and are found shifting about from job 
to job, not able to earn even after a period of years 
scarcely a living wage. I would recommend vocational 
training at 13 years of age and the continuation school 
at 14 years of age.

12. Would you advise a different kind of work from 
che regular routine of present course in different subjects? 

13. Would opportunity to do some kind of voca- 
tional work awaken a greater interest? What kind? 

14. Do you believe departmental work in y our grade 
would make it possible to reach this pupil? 


At Gary, Ind., a plan of work has been adopted which 
might well be considered in the east as a means of reach- 
ing pupils. All school buildings are planned with the 
idea of carrying on three divisions of work at the same 
time. While a portion of the pupils are reciting in their 
room the others are in the shop, on the grounds in agrieul- 
{ural work, or recreation. This plan makes it possible to 
accommodate a larger number of pupils in a singie build- 
ing, In as much as at no time are all at work in the regular 
recitation room, and furthermore the vovationai part 1s 
earried on at the same time. This plan does away with 
{he inerease in the number of teachers. At present we 
employ a sufficient number of regular teachers to care for . 
the whole number of pupils. and ereet a building accord 
ingly, then employ extra teachers to do the TOCat aI 
work, and provide extra room for this purpose. In as 
much as the increase in the cost of schools seems to be a 
serious consideration in making appropriations for muni- 


cipal purposes, a plan like that at Gary is worth consid- 
ering,

INDIVIDUAL OR UNASSIGNED TEACHERS 


At the opening of schools in September the Comuit- 
tee made it possible to secure two extra teachers to assist 
individual pupils. These teachers do not work with the 
pupil who is backward because of feeble mindedness, but 
with those pupils who are backward because of slow 
development, backward because of absence, change of 
schools, and wrongly graded. They also take the pupil 
who is able by reason of mental and physical ability to 
advance more rapidly than his fellows. At present one 
teacher works in grades 1 to 4, and the other with grades 
) to.8. A record is kept of every pupil helped, the kind 
of assistance needed, the number of times the pupil is 
sent to the teacher, and the progress made. No pupil 
is sent to the individual teacher after he shows sufficient 
ability to work with his class. If the plan sueceeds it will 
become a permanent factor, and in all probability will be 
extended to the high school. 

During a portion of the last school year, and thus far 
in the present school year teachers of the high school have 
tried the plan of taking one or two recita‘ion periods of 
a subject each week for individual help and instruction. 
The plan is reported as successful, and it is expeeted that 
it will become general, and be a part of the reguiar class 
work. 


DOMESTIC SCIENCE 


Last year it was recommended that a room be 
equipped and a course in cooking be introduced. An article 
appeared in the Town Warrant to that effect, but 1t was 
recommended that the same be postponed. I take this 
opportunity again to call the attention of the citizens to 
the fact that this much needed course should be arranged 
for and made possible at the beginning of next school 
year. Indeed it ought to be done at onee. A recent inves- 
tigation revealed the fact that among 41 girls of the 
Freshman class of the high school, 40 signified their desire 
to enter such a class.. The strange part of it all is, every 
one was willing to return in the afternoon following 
the close of the regular session in order to get the work. 
Suppose there had been but 25 of the number, it would 
warrant the expenditure of the money for the equipment. 
While the above refers to the high sehool, it would seem 
wise to make it possible for pupils of the 7th and 8th 
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grades to take the work. If the room in the Town House 
now unoccupied, were equipped for this purpose Doth the 
pupils of the high school and the 7th and 8th grades 
would be able to use it without interference, the same 
equipment answering for both. It is not meant that this 
subject is to be in addition to subjects already iaken, but 
to be taken in the place of some other and credit to be 
given accordingly. 


CIVICS IN THE GRADES 


During the present year, an outline of Civies, or 


Social Science relating to community interests was given - 


to the grades beginning with the fifth. This outline is 
intended to interest the pupils in and to give them a bet- 
ter knowledge of the various subjects which touch the 
everyday life of the community. The outline is as follows: 
1. Interest the pupils in the following; 
a. HKlectric Light. How connected with the 
homes and the town. Where it comes from. 
Central Plant 
Its value to all. Relation of the citizen to 
the use of it. How it is used by the town and who 
arranges for it. In the same manner. the tele- 
phone, water, sewer, policeman, posiman, streets, 
garbage, health, and library. 


7th and 8th 


1. Take up and discuss the above as indicated and 
add: 
Institutions of learning, Schools, State School. 
Fire Department, Streets, Transportation, Selectmen. 
Duties of the different agencies. 
Relation of the citizens to the different depart- 
ments. 
How the money is raised to defray the expenses. 
Relation of the town to the state and nation. 
Industries of the town. 
Vocations of different people. 
Let the pupils find out first hand concerning the voca- 
tions and report to the class. ‘ 
Keep always in the mind the close relation of the 
children to the home and the community. The duties of 
the children as to their responsibility, —

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SALARIES 


Just a word about our salary schedule. At the pres- 
ent time we are paying as a maximum for elementary 
teachers $513 per year, and for the High school, a maxi- 
mum of $600 per year. This means an average monthly 
salary for the year (12 months) of $50 for the High school 
teacher, and $42.77 for the elementary teacher. We 
demand that each teacher for the High school shall have 
finished a college course and shall have specialized in the 
subjects which she is called upon to teach. Of the teach-~ 
ers in the elementary schools we demand that each shall 
have finished a course in a Normal School. This means a 
High school course of four years and a Normal course of 
two or three years. Is the above salary adequate for such 
a preparation? | | 

The teacher must dress in accordance with her posi- 
tion; she cannot secure adequate accommodations for 
board and room short of $6 per week; she must keep up 
with her profession and is necessarily compelled to buy 
books and magazines; being human she has duties social- 
ly, and has the right to attend an enteriainment occasion- 
ally; she must also have opportunity for rest; and feeling 
it necessary to advance in her profession, she needs oceca- 
sionally to attend some Summer school. Ada to this the 
necessary small items of expense for dentistry, doctor’s 
bills and others, and possibly an additional expense of 
some dependent of the family, how much in reality does 
she have at the end of the year? We employ a e¢ertain 
number of janitors on a yearly basis. To each of these 
Wwe pay a salary from one to two hundred dollars more 
than we pay any teacher on the force. We do not pay 
too much for the work and responsibility of janitor ser- 
vice, by any means. However the salary we pay to the 
teacher is too low in comparison and much too low for the 
cost of living and the demands made for her services. Our 
salaries are below those of other towns. A recent investi- 
gation of nearly forty towns reveals the fact that in every 
one the maximum exceeds that of Franklin. It is not con- 
ducive to good work in the schools to be compelled to 
change a large number of teachers each year. For 
instance, in the High school, we are paying at present the 
maximum of $600. There being no future increase we 
shall be fortunate if we retain our present force. We can 
not easily replace them and insure competency in teach- 
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ing for the same money. Our teachers throughout have 
proven their worth, and some encouragement ought to be 
viven thei. 

This fact ought not to be lightly set aside by the town 
as warranting no consideration. The demands made and 
the results expected make it a question of exceeding 
importance. | am not unmindful of the large demands 
made upon the town for expenditure of money, yet every 
one without exception desires that our schools — shall 
attain unto, and be kept at a high standard. To do this 
the means should not be lacking, and the School Commit- 
tee without a doubt, would respond willingly if condi- , 
tions were made possible. 


SCHOOL EXPENSES 


This leads to the consideration of school expenses in 
the aggregate. A questionaire has just been sent to over 
forty towns in the state to determine just where we stand 
in relation to the others. From the returns we gather +h~ 
following :

The average salary paid High School principal, $1700. 
Franklin $1300. Comparison of the above figures is a suffi- 
cient comment. The population of Franklin is near 6000 
and possibly a little above at this time. In every item the 
average is above that of ours except the tax rate. While 
it may be stated that Franklin is unlike any other town 
mentioned still it may be said that any one town of the 
group is unlike any other in many particulars. However, 
for comparison all towns are alike in some respects. In the 
first group of towns taken it would be expected that ex- 
penditures are, higher because the towns are larger; yet 
in some items like that of tax rate, and the average salary 
paid to teachers, the average is only slightly different, if 
at all, from the second group. In the second group no 
town is taken whose population reaches 8,000. The aver- 
age is nearly that of Franklin, being slightly less. It is 
readily seen comparatively that Franklin is not extrava- 
vant in expenditures, but rather conservative. In other 
words we cannot accuse ourselves as citizens of being 
wildly extravagant. There was a period in’ our history 
when we were content with the kerosene lamp as a street 
light, poor and unkempt sidewalks, muddy and dirty 
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streets, the weekly paper, the stage coach as a means of 
transportation, the old wooden school building poorly 
lighted and ventilated, and so on to the end, but we would 
be dissatisfied with these now. New methods of living and 
travel bring new ideas and more conveniences, and nat- 
urally cost accordingly. We want Franklin to be the best 
town of its size in the Commonwealth. It has distinet ad- 
vantages and we are proud of our town. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


While the town has generously provided additional ae- - 
eommodations for the pupils of the grades—a new build- 
ing, and the improvement of other buildings with better 
light, heat, and equipment—we have to face the faet that 
our high school building is inadequate. We have the pres- 
ent building as it is—only five rooms that are really con- 
venient for effective recitation purposes. Our present reg- 
istration is about 220 with nine teachers including the 
Principal, It is necessary that eight recitations shall be 
carried on at one time during the entire session, and dur- 
ing a part of the time there are nine. There are only seven 
rooms in all set apart for recitations. One of these is a 
laboratory used for both chemistry and physies. Another 
is a room of the same size, direetly underneath but not 
well adapted to recitation purposes. The room used for 
the laboratory is almost wholly occupied by the chemieal 
tables, leaving little space for the demonstration of phy- 
si¢s experiments by pupils. A small space is oceupied by 
pupils for class recitation purposes. The space is large 
enough to accoimmodate the seating of about 15 pupils. 
Nearly all the classes reeiting in this room number from 
15 to 35. It is only necessary to give a moment’s thought 
to determine that the room is wholly inadequate for the 
purpose to which it is devoted. Under the eonditions, it 
is a wonder that the classes accomplish anything at all. 
The assembly hall is now used for a recitation room, anti 
at certain periods, two classes are in session at one time. 
No one will argue that such an arrangement is conducive 
to the best work on the part of either pupils or teachers. 
‘It is a question whether the building will accommodate 
the various classes next year. In 1911-12 there were reg- 
istered LIDS VOTA-13: 195% 1913-14. 220. At this rate, next 
year 1914-15, the registration will reach at least 240. A 
building is not to be judged by the number of pupils it will 


rs 


seat, but how many it will accommodate for recitation 
purposes. ‘Therefore, it is a question for the town to econ- 
sider. A committee including the School Committee should 
be appointed to consider and report to the town on the 
question of a new high school building, 

During the past ten years, many changes have taken 
place in the attitude of mind toward the education neces- 
sary for a successful career in life. The boy or girl with 
only a grammar school education is laboring to a disad- 
vantage today. There is very little opportunity for such 
an individual to secure employment, not taking into ae- 
count the possibilities of advancement. <A broader tratn- 
ing is demanded everywhere. The average employer de- 
mands that the applicant shall have had at least a meh 
school training. He wants more intelligence put into the 
work. The question arises then—What shall this high 
school training be? 

The high school should be able to adapt itself to the 
necds vf the pupils. Greater care must be given to the 
study of the individual pupil, and greater freodoia xt. 
lowed in shaping courses and the instruction to Lhe capae- 
ity and the inclination of the pupils. Vocational work. in- 
cluding the industries and agriculture, is necessary. Credit 
should be given for home work, and outside work in swre 
or shop. Aieady some of our pupils have piante: and 
careu for vegetable gardens, under the direction of the 
Massachusetts Agriculture College, and others are plan- 
ing poultry raising. Credit should be given for their work. 
Are we ready for these changes, or shall we continue with 
the traditional high school? With the changes taking 
plece in the minds of the public with reference to what a 
boy or git] should be able to do, is it not fair to ask wheth- 
er cu innlding is adequate to meet these demands. The 
old traditional high school is no longer possible—indeed, 
the traditional academic courses are not to be found in 
any well organized school of academic grade. These 
changes have been brought about by the public demand. 
Schools change as the publie mind changes. The industries 
and civie conditions are requiring that high schools shall 
meet these demands. It seems to me that we shall have to 
reorganize our high school to meet these conditions. With 
our present crowded quarters, the work of administration 
and the re-arrangement of courses will be a serious pro- 
blem. The question, Is the town ready to meet the condi- 
tions? is a pertinent one. It can not be answered by the- 
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orizing. The condition is present, and activity is necés- 
sary. To continue the High school in the traditional way, 
as at present, we must have better facilities for istrue- 
tion. To introduce a work which is to adapt itself more to 
the pupils, better facilities are necessary. In either case 
we must improve facilities. The school to do its best work 
must adapt its courses and subjects to the needs of the 
pupils. We can not give all pupils the same subjects. If we 
do, there will be a falling off in attendance, and the high 
school will not accomplish that for which it was estab- 
lished. . 


OFFICE OF SUPERINTENDENT 


During the past year a filing cabinet has been placed 
in the Superintendent’s office. Measures were taken to 
place records of pupils and the various records of the 
school system in shape that at any time one may be able to 
find with little effort any information coneerning pupils 
or other facts needed. A complete history of every pupil 
beginning with last year may now be found on a ecard for 
that purpose. This is kept complete to date and has been 
found very useful thus far. Medical inspection reeords 
eye and ear tests, vaccination records are filed alphabeti- 
cally. The system is not completed, but as rapidly ag pos- - 
sible the office is being systematized, that when it is com- 
pleted every fact necessary to be known will be found 
without delay. This is a necessary equipment to make 
the administration effective. Complete office records of 
this kind are a necessity, if a school system is to be advan- 
tageous. To keep these records in order and up to date 
requires a great deal of clerical work. Furthermore, the 
new labor law has made an extra amount of records to be 
kept. Not only have a large number of certificates been 
issued since this took effect, September 1, some 300, but 
every change of employment by an individual necessitates _ 
u new certificate. These records must be kept in a cer 
tain form in accordance with the law. The Superinten- 
dent has found it necessary to have an evening office hour : 
every weck besides the regular office hours, to aececommo- 
date these people. The effective work of a Superinten- 
dent should be in the schools themselves. This ean not be 
done if the clerical work of his office becomes too burden- 
some. However much of this there may be it is a part. of 
the system which is a necessity. No administrative off- 
cer can do effective work, if his time is oceupied in clerical 
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duties. It is a necessity to successful adininistration that 
a portion of the time shall be devoted to conferences with 
parenis, teachers and others, and to the planing of courses 
and other duties for the welfare of the schools but not to 
pure clerical work. 


GIFTS 


Since the last report there have been gifts to the 
schools consisting of books, pictures, flags, etc. To the Ray 
school Mrs. A. D. Thayer with her usual generosity pre- 
sented a picture of the Taj-Ma hal of India, beautifuliy 
framed and ready to be placed upon the wall. From thre 
same source a beautiful rug was received for the teacher's 
100M. : 

To the Theron Metealf school, the Woman’s Relief 
Corps presented five silk flags for the schoolrooms, an: 
one large bunting flag for the buildings. Flags for diifer- 
ent 100ms in other buildings were received from this same 
SOUECE. 

Mr. W.S. Johnson presented to the High school sonie 
valuahle phamphlets on the geology of the country. 

The Loyal Temperance Legion presented pictures of 
Frances Willard to the High school and to the Thayer. 

The class graduating from the grammar school pre- 
sented a statue of Winged Victory to the Ray school. 

This opportunity is taken to gratefully acknowledge 
all the above gifts and to express a hearty appreciation of 
{he generous spirit which prompted the donors.

Report of Drawing and [anual Training.

Dear Sir; 
The report this year differs so slightly from that of 
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the past year that it is perforce very short. The publish- 
ing of the hours given by the Supervisor to the two 
subjects furnishes data as to the time and except in High 
School work—to the size of the classes. 

There are two classes in High School Drawing which 
are doing very good work and the number in these classes 
is larger than for some years. The boys during a year 
cover the work in Mechanical Drawing, Elementary, 
made necessary by the requirements of Technical schools. 
The girls class has work in a large measure in applied 
design as that subject is the only one that can be success- 
fully carried on in the space given for it. If our High 
School might have the equipment that Walpole has given 
her High School the subjects could be much more varied. 
The High School boys, a class of about twelve, have begun 
work in repairing the room in which they work and it is 
the plan of the Supervisor that the exhibition of Drawing 
and Manual Training this year be held in that room. The 
boys are also working on their individual problems as in 
other years. 

The Drawing and Manual Training part of the 
School Exhibition last June showed better than any writ- 
ten report can do the work done in all the grades of the 
schools. The teachers who have much of the actual work 
in drawing have done remarkably well and have some 
very good results.

Report of School Physicians 


> 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE: 

Your School Physicians beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing report: 

Medical inspection in our public schools has become 
a fixture, and the longer it has been continued the better 
are seen its beneficial results. When medical inspec- 
tion was first instituted it was found that many pupils 
were attending school in a filthy condition. The head 
louse was very common. Children were untidy and 
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careless in their habits. We find a marked improve- 
ment in these particulars. The head louse is infrequent. 
Children are more careful of their personal appearance. 
A great deal has also been accomplished by instilling 
into their mind the necessity of better care of the teeth, 
thereby conserving their health. 

Adenoids and diseased tonsils have been carefully 
noted and treatment recommended. A large number 
have carried out the suggestions with manifest improve- 
ment. Much still remains to be done, but we believe 
that the annual inspection, with the regular visits of the 
School Physicians, has been and will continue to be one 
of the best things introduced tnt») the schools, not alone 
for the good result in improving conditions of health, 
but to enable the children to become more proficient and 
eficient.

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Report of the Building Committee of the 
Theron Metcalf School. 


To THE CITIZENS OF FRANKLIN: 


The Special Committee appointed to construct the 
Theron Metcalf School Building submit the following report: 


Ata special town meeting, at which Albert H. Martin 
was the Moderator pro tem, held on Nov. 20, 1911, the 
town voted that a committee of five, including the School 
Committee, be appointed by the Moderator to take into 
consideration the erection of a new school building and 
Henry E. Ruggles and Horace W. Hosie, with the School 
Committee, were appointed to serve as such committee, who 
reported in writing at a town meeting held March 19, 1912. 
Reference may be had to the record of the meeting where- 
in the the report is fully recorded. 


At the town meeting held on the said 19th day of 
March, the town voted to purchase for $2,750 the land on 
Winter street containing about two acres, and at the same 
meeting voted unanimously to build a school building, 
appropriating therefor $30,000, and that the construc- 
tion thereof be referred to a committee consisting of the 
School Committee and two others to be appointed by the 
Moderator, Hon. B. M. Rockwood, who appointed O. T. 
Doe and H. E. Ruggles to serve with the School Commit- 
tee pursuant to the above vote. 

_ A special town meeting was called and held April 23, 
1912, asking its voters to reconsider the vote passed March 
19th in so far as it related to the erection of a school 
house on the lot recently purchased by the town on Peck 
and Winter streets. 

Mr. E. S. Cook moved that the town reconsider the 
vote and the same was discussed and urged by several im- 
portant citizens, after which the town voted, thirty-two ( 32) 
voting in the affirmative and sixty-four (64) in the nega- 
tive. 

After this meeting the Committee proceeded to ob- 
tain plans and specifications from five or six reputable 
architects and out of those submitted, all of which were | 
good and desirable, the plan of Walter F. Fontaine was se- 
lected, seeming to possess the greatest number of desirable 


features. 
The Committee advertised for bids and there were 
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some eight or ten made, the highest bid being about $6,000 
above the bid of D. IL. Chilson & Co., to whom the 
contract was awarded. 


On October 14, 1912, it was voted that the new school 
building on Winter street should be named ‘‘Theron Met- — 
calf School,’’ in honor of Hon. Theron Mecalf, who was 
born Oct. 16, 1784, in this town and probably in the house 
now occupied by George W. Heywood on Summer street, 
where his father, Hanon Metcalf, lived for many years. 
The land where the school building stands was a part of 
the Metcalf farm. Theron Metcalf graduated from Brown 
University in 1805 and was admitted to the bar in 1807, 
afterwards living in Dedham and being County Attorney for 
twelve years. He wrote several books on legal subjects and 
conducted a law school at Dedham for a time. 


In 1835 he was a member of the Massachusetts Senate 
and Chairman of the Judiciary Committee, and was ap- 
pointed with Horace Mann by a resolve of Nov. 3, 1835, 
to codify the Statutes of that time into what was known as 
the Revised Statutes, and in 1839 he was made reporter of 
the decisions of the Supreme Court and reported the cases 
of that Court contained in 13 volumes of the Massachusetts 
Reports, known as Metcalf’s Reports. 


On Feb. 25, 1848, he was appointed associate Justice 
of that Court, which office he held until he resigned Aug. 
31, 1865. Hereceived the degrees of L. L. D. from Brown 
in 1847 and from Harvard in 1848. 

On March 18, 1913, the town appropriated $4,000 for 
the purpose of completing and furnishing the building. 
The stakes for the foundation of the building were set Aug. 
19, 1912, and the building was ready for occupancy when 
its schools opened in September 1913, five of the six rooms 
being at once used for school purposes.

- The cost of grading was $343.65, a very small amount 
compared with the result accomplished. We were able to 
do this by reason of the co-operation of the Board of Select- 
men through the road department in obtaining the neces- 
sary loam and gravel at a very low net cost. 

It will be noted that the fine rooms and hall were fur- 
nished and equipped at opening of schools in September, 
TOTES. 

Your committee did not furnish the unoccupied school 
room, the principal’s office or contract for the program 
clocks and bells until they were positive that in so doing 
they wouid not exceed the appropriation, which accounts 
for the deiay. 

Through the courtesy of Architect Walter F Fontaine 
a tablet wili later be placed upon the walls, relative to the 
p2rsonale of the committee, the architect, the construction 
of the building, etc. 

Your committee believe that all the contracts have 
been honestly and faithfully executed, and thai the town 
has a building that is well constructed, and from an archi- 
tectural standpoint an ornament to the town, a combination 
not always existing. We have devoted considerable time 
aid some personal expense in the supervision of the build- 
ing as it progressed and in investigations prior to awarding 
of contracts, but if the finished building meets with your 
approval and commendation, we shall feel that we have been 
amply coinpensated.

and one member of the Board of Water and Sewer Commissioners 
for three years; all to be voted for upon one ballot. Also upon the 
same ballot to vote upon the question—‘‘Shall license be granted 
for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this town?’’ 


ARTICLE 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers for the 


year ensting. 
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ARTICLE 3. To hear a report of the Town Officers and Com- 
mittees, and act thereon. 


ARTICLE 4. To see what action the town will take in relation — 
to a pound. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will fix a time within which the 
taxes assessed therein for the current year shall be paid; and to 
specify a rate at which interest shall be paid on all taxes remaining 
unpaid after said date. 


ARTICLE 6. To see what sums of money the town will appro- 
priate and raise for the following purposes: The repairs of roads, 
bridges and sidewalks; for the support of schools, including the sal- 
ary of the Superintendent, the transportation of scholars, repairing 
school houses, purchasing books and supplies,and for miscellaneous 
school expenses; the support of the poor; the support of the fire - 
department; water supply; street lights; payment of town debt and 
interest; payment of town officers; abatement and collection of tax- 
es; printing and stationery; payment of Police and suppression of 
illegal liquor traffic; construction, maintenance and repair of sewer 
and sewer bed; soldiers’ relief; support of Franklin Library Associa- 
tion; decoration of Soldiers’ graves; trimming shade trees; extermii- 
nation of gypsy and brown tail moths: extermination of elm leaf 
beetles; applying oil to the streets of the town; and for the miscel- - 
laneous town expenses. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will authorize the Treasurer, with 
the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow during the currént munic- 
ipal year beginning February 1, A. D 1913, in anticipation of the 
taxes for said municipal year, such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to meet the current expenses of the town, giving the note or 
notes therefor of the Town.

At a legal meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of 
Franklin, in the County of Norfolk, qualified to vote as 
required by the constitution, for State Officers, holden at 
the Town Hall, in said town, in accordance with the fore-- 
going warrant, on Tuesday next after the first Monday in 
November, being the fourth day of said month, for the pur- 
pose of giving in their votes on one ballot for Governor, 
Liettenant-Governor, Secretary, Treasurer, Auditor, 
Attorney-General, Councillor, Senator, Representative in 
General Court, County Commissioner, Associate Comthis- 
sioners, District Attorney, Register of Probate and Insol- 
veney; and al¥o upon the questions: 
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Shall the proposed amendment to the constitution, 
making women eligible to appointment as notaries public, 
be approved and ratified? 


Shall the proposed amendment to the constitution, 
authorizing the referendum, be approved and ratified? 


Shall chapter 807 of the acts of nineteen hundred and 
thirteen, being an act to provide for compensating laborers, 
workmen and mechanics for in juries sustained in public 
employment; and to exempt from legal liability counties 
and municipal corporations which pay such compensation, 
be accepted by the inhabitants of this county? 


The meeting was called to order at six .o’clock a. m. 
by Ambrose J. Gallison, Chairman of the Board of Select- 
men and the warrant and return thereon were read at his 
request by the Town Clerk. 


On October 24, 1913, the Selectmen appointed Henry 
J. Kelly and Shirley M. Stevens Ballot Clerks, and they 
were sworn by the Town Clerk before the opening of the 
polls. 


Voted, on motion, that the polls be kept open until four 
o’clock, and then closed. 


Thirteen marking shelves or compartments were pro- 
vided by the town, according to law, and a guard rail was 
erected six feet or more from said shelves or compartments. 


The ballots furnished for said election by the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth were before the opening of the polls, 
on said day delivered by the Town Clerk, sealed, to the 
Chairman of the Selectmen, and his receipt taken therefor 
in the following form; viz: 


Franklin, Mass., Nov. 4, 1913. 
Received of Michael J. Costello, Town Clerk of Frank- 
lin, thirteen hundred and fifty (1350) official ballots for 
use at the election held in said town this day.

The ballot box provided by the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth, used at the election, was publicly opened be- 
fore the opening of the polls and shown to be empty, and 
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was examined by the Selectmen and Town Clerk and found 
to be empty, and the register thereon was set at 000, and 
’ then locked and the key thereof given to Officer Freeman 
G. Knowlton and the polls were declared open. 


The seal of the package containing the first set of bal- 
lots was then broken by Ambrose J. Gallison, the Chairman 
of the Board of Selectmen, who delivered the same to the 
Ballot Clerks, and the cards of instruction and specimen 
ballots were posted in the marking shelves or compartments 
and about the room outside the guard rail as required by 
law. 


The ballots were delivered to each voter by the Ballot 
Clerks, after the name of such voter had first been publicly 
announced and checked by said clerks upon the voting 
list used by them. 


The ballots delivered to each voter was by him marked 
in one of the said voting compartments and thereafter de- 
posited by such voter in said ballot box after his name had 
first been publicly announced at said box and duly checked 
upon the voting list by the election officers in charge of 
said box and list. 

On the 24th day of October, 1913, the Selectmen ap- 
pointed. Albert H.-Martin, Bernard F. Callahan, Luther I. 
Bonney and Roy E. Sutherland, Tellers, and they were all 
- sworn by the ‘Town Clerk to the faithful discharge of their 
duties as such Tellers. 


; ~The Selectmen and Town Clerk had charge of the 
election, and the ballot box and check list were, under their 
care. ee 


At 10.0’clock in the forenoon by the unanimous con- 
sent of the election officers, the ballots were removed from 
said box for the purpose of counting, when the register on 
said ballot box showed 350 ballots cast, and .upon a com- 
plete count by the said Tellers of all. the ballots removed from 
said box it was found that there were 350 therein. 


The polls were closed at 4 o’clock in the afternoon, 
due notice having been made, when the register on‘ 
the ballot box showed 844 battots cast therein, and upon a 
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complete count of all the ballots cast therein it was found 


that there were 843 cast into said box and cancelled there- 
by. 


The whole number of ballots delivered to the voters by 
the Ballot Clerks was 843. 


The bailots were divided into blocks and each block 
was canvassed, as required by law, and the total results of 
said canvass was recorded on the blank forms provided for 
_that purpose. 


The names checked upon the voting lists used 
as aforesaid were counted in a distinct and audible 
voice in the presence of the election officers and the public, 
and the two check lists used by the voters each showed 843 
names checked thereon. 


The check lists used, as aforesaid, by the presiding 
officers and Baliot Clerks were furnished by the Registrars 
of Voters for the purpose of said election. 


After the completion of the canvass of all the votes cast, 
and the whole number duly sorted, counted and recorded, 
declaration thereof was made, according to law, in open 
town meeting as follows, viz:
